The Real-Kstate License Question. 
A NEW VIEW. 

Los ANGELES, Oct. 28,—[{To the Editor 
of Tux Times.) notice a letterin Tur 
Times in regard to the proposed increase 
of the real-estate license to $50 per month. 
I agree with most of the article referred to, 
and would like, with your permission, to 
add a few thoughts. In the first place, let 
me inquire the object of the movement. Is 
it to force out as many poor men as possibile 
and give the entire business into the hands 
of the large corporations and the men who 
have already made immense fortunes, and 
in sume cases by very questionable methods? 
If this is the intention the proposed in- 
crease world probably accomplish the 
object. But would, this be the part ot wis- 
dom? Some of these men are the ones who 
have been forcing so much undesirable 
property on the market, such as river beds, 
tide lands, alkali lands and the like, thereby 
doing their utmost to bring discredit on the 
boom and disgrace on the real-estate busi- 
ness generally. Many of these large 
however, doubtless are honora- 
bie, upright men, who are willing to pay 
their share of taxes forthe support of the 
city government. If this is what is wanted 
allow me to Suggest a plan that will bring a 
largely-increased revenue to the city, and 
at the same time do nearly ao justice 
toall. ltisthis: Let each estate firm 
be taxed at a certain rate for every 
person in the firm or employed b 
them in any capacity in the _ busi- 
ness. This would place the burden of tax- 
ation very nearly in proportion to the 
amount of business done. Ifa certain firm 
does business enough to justify the employ- 
ment of ten men, let it pay ten times as 
much into the city treasury as the man who 
is carrying on a small business alone.

Prison Director Boggs don’t want to 
Ist go. Although ie has been ‘“‘fired”’ 
by the Governor, and notwithstanding 
the facet that another gentleman has 
been appointed in his stead, he still 
hangs on. 

Boggs still officiates as chairman of 
the Board of Prison Directors. He re- 
fuses to recognize the commission of 
J. J. Scrivner, the new director ap- 
pointed by Gov. Waterman, and he 
proposes to play the part of-dog in the 
manger until he is hustied out by legal 
process. 

Boggs is backed up in his piggishness 
by the Democratic portion of the Board 
of Prison Directors, and he has the 
wholesale sympathy of all the Demo- 
cratic prison officials from Paul Shir- 
ley down to the confidential trusty. 

Now, the milk in the Boggs cocoanut 
lies in the following: Boggs wa: re- 
moved because he had never qualified 
as a prison director. If that count is 
made to stick, then the Board of Prison 
Directors have never had a chairman— 
have never been -legally organized. 
Ergo: all who ‘ave received places at 
the hands of the board have never 
been legally appointed; they are not 
entitled to the salaries which they have 
already drawn. They must go. 
Warden Paul Shirley was elected by 
this illegally-constituted board. So 
was Ned Reddy, captain of the guard, 
and so were all the heads of depart- 
ments in both prisons. Directors Son- 
tagg and Devlin hold the action of the 
board to be illegal. The board met 
yesterday,with Boggs in the chair, and, 
should Sontagg and Devlin question 
the legality of the meeting, they will 
be swamped by the votes of de facto 
Boggs and Directors Wilkins and 
Filcher. So the matter stands, and so 
it is likely to stand, until quo-warranto 
proceedings lodge the whole matter 
before the courts. 

—Since the above was placed in type 
it has transpired that Mr. Boggs has | 
come to the conclusion that discretion 
is better than piggishness. At the 
meeting of the Board of Prison Direc- 
tors yesterday Mr. B. stated that, 
while he thought the Governor had 
taken unfair advantage of him through 
a technical point in law,he would 
recognize the Governor's action as 
legal and retire.

The Supreme Court Not Expected to Give the 
Anarchists the Desired Writ—Pensions 
for Les Angeles People—A Land 
Deeision—National Notes.

WasHINnoTon, Oct, 20.—[By the Associ- 
ciated Press.| Commodore D. B. Harmony, 
Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
says of the Mare Island Navy Yard in his 
annual report: “This navy yard is our only 
naval station on the shoresof the Pacific. 
It would be our only base for naval opera- 
tions for the defense vf parts of this coast, 
for the protection of our Pacific trade and 
for the assertion, if it sheuld become neces- 
sary, of the dignity and strength of the 
Nation upon this, the greatest of ocean 
areas ” 

The Commodore speaks of acquisitions 
being made by European powers in the 
Pacific, so far of lategas to practically annex 
groups of islands where American trade 
and civilizing influences have been hereto- 
fore paramount, and of the immense devel- 
opmentssupon land and sea in the Pacific 
that will follow the opening of the inter- 
oceanic canal, which will necessitate for 
this country greater naval activity. He 
recommends that measures be taken to 
place the Mare Island station in a fully 
uipped condition. 

The necessity fora naval station on the 
shores of the Gulf of Mexico is said to be 
imperative not only from possibilities likély 
to arise in these waters and to the adjoining 
West Indian countries and seas, but because 
the station is needed for the naval defense 
of our own coasts and the protection of out- 
lets of our gulf and a rey | trade. Com- 
modore Harmony believes that Pensacola, 
though defective in some respects, combines 
more advantages for a naval station than 
Key West. 

TROOPS ORDERED TO WITITDRAW. 
The threatened conflict between civil and 
military forces at Round Valley (Cal.) 
reservation has been avoided by instruc- 
tions sent by the Secretary of War to Gen. 
Howard to withdraw the United States 
troops from the reservation pending judicial 
settlement of the matter.

Gardiner’s court, yesterday morning at 10 


o'clock, for the pearpose of seeing how the 


vitriol fiend, Reselle, would take his sen- 
tence, which was to be passed at that time. 


- Shortly after the court opened, Rozelle, ac- 


companied by a deputy sheriff, was

net have nearly the hopeless expression on 
his face that he had when he was informed 
of the verdict of the jury which tried him, 
but throughout the whole proceedings was 
as nonchalent as any spectator in the room. 

At the earliest possibie moment Mr. Craw- 
ford appealed to the Court on behalf of his 
Client, asking that in consequence of vari- 
ous alleged irregularities in the former 
trial an application fora new trial should 
be hea The argument of counsel on 
either side consisted of but few words, the 
prisoner, however, listening eagerly to 
every word spoken and ec watching 
their effect on the countenance of the Judge. 
At the conclusion of the argument the mo- 
tion was overruled, and the prisoner asked 
if he wished to say ‘anything as to why sen- 
tence should not now be passed upon him. 
Rezelile, who had been looking in another 
direction, tu his face toward the Court 
with a start, and as a deep flush, s 
by an excessive pallor, passed over his 
countenance, half raised pen his chair and 
answered: “Nothing, Your Honor,

Judge Gardiner then, in as few words 
8 could possibly be put into, sentenced 
the prisoner to a term of nine years in the 
State Penitentiary at San Quentin.

MANUAL TRAINING. | 


THE CHICAGO MANUAL TRAINING 
BSCHOOL DESCRIBED. 


An Institution of Value and a Place 
of Great Interest—A “Times” Rep- 
resentative Sces the Boys at Their 


with Their Instructors. 


The time is rapidly approaching 
when the term “liberal education” 
will be understood as embracing. not 
the education of the brain alone, but 
the hand, the eye, the muscles—the 
whole man. The nds of the age 
are constantly increasing. The life of 
the Nineteenth century is a broader 
life, fuller of activities and more ex- 
tended in its research and in its de- 
mands than that ofthe centuries that 
have preceded it. Manhood Js broader 
and its needs greater, and therefore 
science, religion and intellectual effort 
are all directed toward searching out 
the means to answer the needs of this 
more fully developed manhood. 

The age is becoming practieal,; it bas 
discerned the truth that book know!- 
edge is not alone sufficient forthe four- 
udation necessary to success in life; 
that there are other things, no less es- 
sential, that must be combined with it. 
Things, and not their representative 
ideas alone, are what the age is asking 
for, and the absorbing question of the 
day among the more profound and pro- 
gressive educators of the age is, Llow 
shall we make of practical benefit the 
education which we are civing our 


children? How shail we train 
them so that their kuowledge 
shall reveal itself in their 


The era of apprenticeship has died 
out, and that it has will be no loss to 
community if our children can 
trained to become skilled laborers in 
some other way. 

It has been said, though of course 
with apparent exaggeration, that ‘in 
America a trade can be learned no- 
where but in jail.”’ Our trades unions 
have blindly set their faces against a 
free —_—* of apprenticeship. They 
have limited the employer to a certain 
number of apprentices in bis business. 
What is the remainder of the vast 
army of American youths to do for 
practical instruction in the trades and 
various callings of business life? The 
result of these restrictions has been 
that we have but a very small number, 
comparativeiy, of skilled American 
laborers, and as a consequence skilled 
labor has to be imported, and a major- 
ity of our engineers and those in the 
various departments of skilled labor 
are foreigners. Ilence the strikes, the 
agitations and the dangers that are 
threatening and distressing the well- 
being of the industrial classes of this 


country. 
It is just here that the advecates of 
the Manual Training Schdols step in 


and urge the necessity of the 
nto our 00 ey say: 
“These schovls in we be- 


lieve, will break down tlie society lines, 
which all, or most all, Duilding-trade 
societies have fenced themseives in 
with, and will assist out able 
and skilled artisans the “byilding 
trades regardless of their laws and 
edicts, and will also tend to elevate 
the industrial arts to a degree that 
many « young man may be proud to be 
known as a mechanic.” They would 
educate the boys and the young men of 
the country to recognize the dignity of 
labor, and to regard it as an agent of 
education and civilization, as a means 
of independence and usefulness. They 
recognize the hand as the symbol of 
a: and they would train it and the 

rain to work together. They would 
have the mind superintend the work of 
the hand, making the hand its cunving 
servant. With this intelligent and 
trained co-working thege would be no 
bungling. 

During my late visit. to Chicago my 
attention was called the Manual! 
Training School es hed in that 
city about four years sinee, and I was 
invited to visit it. Sogne bright morn- 
ing I took a cab with @ friend, who has 
a son in the institution, and her 
we drove down to fine building 
erected for the schoo upon 
avenue, fronting the lake.

200 or more, ranging in age from 14 to 
20 or 21 years, all busy, alert, active, 
full of quick intelligence and interest, 
equally intent upon work or study, evi- 
dencing that “‘practical education is an 
education of the hand to skill, and ef 
the brain to directive intelligence.” I 
could see that the whole man was 
awake. There was not a boy who ap- 
peared listless or indifferent to his 


uties. 
As we left the director's oflice and 
—— out into the spacious entrance 
allthe boys were just coming from 
the schoolroom to enter the workshops. 
I noticed particularly the quiet and or- 
derly manner in which they came. 
There was no uproarious noise, no 
boisterous rudeness, but they came and 
went like young gentlemen. You could 
find no better manners in the most 
aristocratic drawing-room. Evidently 
manual training had not tended to 
mnake them boorish or to detract from 
their good teachings. 


We waited for a few moments for 
them to get to work—to draw on over 
their trousers the plain cotton overalls 
with which each boy was provided, and 
to don their cotton blouse waists which 
protected their immaculate shirt fronts, 
and then we passed into the room de- 
vuted to carpenter, cabinet and such- 
like wood work. Here were a large 
number of boys, each at his individual 
work-bench, all with happy faces, at- 
tentive to their duties. Some were 
busy with the plane, seme working pa- 
tiently with the chisel, others wood- 
turning, etc., and all intent upon their 
tasks. 

Each boy has his own set of tools in 
a drawer beneath his bench; then there 
were a few touls to be used in common 
hung outside within convenient reach. 
The room was large, well-lighted and 
sunny. It was a cheerful place, and as 
orderly as it could well be. Order 
is one of the lessons taught, but 
even in this department the dilffer- 
ence of character in that class of boys 
was easily discernible. At one end 


be | of the rooin was a cabinet with glass | f 


doors, upon the shelves of which speci- 
mens of the boys’ work vere placed, 
each shelf labeled with the name of 
the young workman. Some of the 
shelves were in perfect order, every- 
thing being neatly arranged, while 
upon other shelves we could see that 
things had been thrown in in a hurry 
without much regard to order. There 
was not much conversation among the 
boys, for the brain and the hand were 
at work together. Before each young 
workman was a drawing or design of 
the thing he was to fashion. Very 
patiently did he study it, very closel 
did his eye scan its proportions and the 
relation of each part to the other. He 
concentrated his whole mind upon it, 
cheerfully and voluntarily, until the 
idea, the mental cone of it is fastened 
upon his brain. Then he is ready to 
transform this idea which he has 
gras into the thing itself. The 
hand works in partner- 
ship with the brain. Is not this a 
more liberal education than that of the 
youth who gains a clear intellectual 
conception of an object, but whose 
hand never attempts the execution of 
his idea? As said Prof. Belfield: “The 
— workman is enga on a prob- 
em in wood, just as a few hours ago 
he was engaged on a problem in al 
bra. He has before him a drawing 
made to a scale. He must gain a 
clear conception of the object repre- 
sented by the drawing. le must 
imagine it. He must selector cut a 
block of wood of the proper dimen- 
sions and of the right quality. It must 
not be too large, for he must 
guard against waste of material and 
waste of time. It must be large 
enough, for there must be no incom- 
about the finished product of 
is labor. Observe him asthe work 
grows under his hand; observe the 
selecting of the proper tools for the 
different parts of the process; observe 
the watchful eye upon the ition of 
the chisel, the care exerc in regard 
to the speed of the lathe, the careful 
measurements as the once rectangular 
block gradually approaches the model 
which exists in his brain, and you 
must admit that this work demands 
and develops, not manual dexterity 
alone, but attention, observation, 
imagination, judgment, reasoning.” 


The dovetaiis, gups, vases, gavels, 
balls, etc., that have beén made by 
these intelligent and trained young 
workmen are really beautiful speci- 
mens of skill. Among other work that 
they have accomplished are ladders, 
easels, tables, etc., for drawing models. 

The equipment of the woodrooms is 
very complete, and is nearly as fol- 
laws: Fifty cabinetmakers’ benches, 24 
speed lathes, 1 circular saw, 1 scroll 
saw, 1 boring-machine, 1 plaaer, |! 
1 grindstone, 1 sheot-plane, bench, 
lathe and general tools for 96 boys. 

From this room we passed into the 
drawing-room, a large room, flooded 
with sunshine and fitted up with forty- 
eight tables or desks, with blackboards 
extending the length of the sides and 
one end, and on gre with the neces- 
sary models and casts. The black- 
boards were well filled with the draw- 
ings of the pupils, and the walls were 
hung with a variety of designs 
their pencils, which were of a finish 
aud workmanlike character. The draw- 
ing, with the exception of some ma- 
chine and architectural details, is 
wholly from the object, and much of it 
closely related to the pupils’ mechan- 
ical work. The drawings, patterns and 
castings of some of the complicated 
machinery used were made by members 
of the ool. Among the drawings 
which have been made by the different 
classes are models and tools; problems 
ection and line shading, orthographic 
shadows, machines from measurement, 
globe, safety and hose valves, shaded; 
details of steam engine, engine lathe,

I chatted fur a few moments with 
some of the pupils. I inquired if the 
work of the shop, taken in addition to 
their studies, was fatiguing. Do the 
days ever seem long and wearisome? 
“QO, was the universal nse. 
‘*the change is restful and we go back 
back to our books as ready for study as 
if we had had a long piaytime. We

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find the change all the rest we need, 
and we do not get as tired as if we gave 
all the time to sen +P Phis is a feat- 
ure worthy of thoughtful consideration. 
One thing Lam sure of--they did not 
look tired, and I never saw a lihier- 
looking set of boys brought together. 

After a thorough inspection of this 
room, and a close scrutiny of the intel- 
ligent faces, none of which looked in- 
different or bored by their tasks, busily 
as the hands were employed, we passed 
into the moulding-room, where the boys 
exchange the forge, anvil and hammer 
for the trough, flask and trowel. But 
the young students were not at work 
there. at that hour, so we turned and 
looked for a few moments into the spa- 
cious chemical laboratory, which is for 
the use of the pupils. The knowledge 
of the sam gh nag und jaws of mat- 
ter secu in this room by the 
aid of all necessary appliances and 
abundant experiments, must exceed 
the knowledge that can be obtained in 
the ordinary school. Very intelligently 
did the young senior who aecompan- 
1ed us through the building, @iscourse 
of thedifferent apparatus and the ex- 
periments which wae made by the 
class, untila!l my schoo) day interest 
in chemistry was revived, and I told 
him that I really felt that { would even 
like to be a boy to enjoy with his class 
all the opportunities that would be af- 
forded me there. This laboratory is 
furnished with tables, drawers, sinks 
and accessories for twelve boys at one 
time. The physical apparatus consists 
of an air pump, electrical machine, 
battery, Rhbumkorff coil, electrical en- 
gine, Geisler and Crookes tubes, etc., 
etc. 

Last of all we wended our way into 
the broad basement of the building, 
where, in one part is the lunch room 
for the boys, well lighted and well pro- 
vide with tables. Beyond this is the 
engine room and the forgeroom. That 
Corliss engine seemed like a thing of 
life, running so smoothly and perfectly, 
without a speck upon its shining sur- 
ace. Each boy in his course has to 
study that engine and learn to run it. 
He ia also required to make a drawing 
of allits parts, and of it as a whole be- 
fore he can graduate. While educa- 
tion and not manufacture is the 
idea underlying the manual training 
of this institution, some completed 
work has been done, among which are 
several engines which would eompare 
favorably with those manufactured by 
the best skilled labor elsewhere. 


But strangest of all did it seem to me 
to see those young students with their 
ot ps faces, at tho forge and 

; tohearthe sturdy blows ring 
out from the red-hot iron, directed by 
the hands of the pampered children of 
ease and opulence; to see the muscles 
swell in their sturdy — arms, and 
see the eye, lighted by intelligence, 
watching every stroke of the hammer, 
every turn of the red-hot iron, Their 
faces were somewhat dingy with the 
smoke of the forge, and their cheeks 
ruddy with its heat, but they worked 
like the artist at his easel, as the sculp- 
tor with his chisel, shaping the mental 
pattern of things into tangi®le realities 
of iron and stee). showing an intelli- 
gence of action and a manual dexterity 
such as is we¥er manifested 

y the’dall and ding laborer who 
understands nothing beyon the mere 
dull routine of his dally tasks In the 
forge-room are 26 forges; 28 anvils; | 
emery wheel; 1 shears; 3 vises; 1 
blower; 2 exhaust fans; tongs, ham- 
mers, fullers, flatters, swages, ete., 
etc., for 72 boys. 

In addition to all the equipments al- 
ready mentioned, the schoo! possesses 
a complete set of Boch-Steger physi- 
ological models, charts 
maps and reference ks, and one o 
its societies has a small but choice 
library. 


After going through the building we 
stopped for a few moments again in 
the director’s office, im order to obtain 
more complete information in »egard to 

courss of study, etc. 1 learned 
from Ifeld—than whom no 
man is more competent to define it— 
his idea of a manual training school. 
He said: **The Manual Traiaing School 
is a school in which the pupil may ac- 
quire the elements of an lish educa- 
tion, and fit himself for the further 
pursuit of knowledge. is intro- 
duced to the great masters of literature 
and has a glimpse of the yas} flelds of 
learning. In it he gains a knowledge 
of the lawa and forces of nature, wrest- 
ing her secrets from her by actual ex- 
periment. He learns to convey to 
otbers many of his thoughts in the 
most ancient and expressive ef lan- 
guages, the language of drawing. He 
is brought into contact with the grand 
ideas of modern life, as eoncreted in 
modern muchinery. He lays the 
foundation of good scholarship and 
artizanship. He learns to think, 
ut he also learns to work. He is able 
to do something with his hands as well 
as to answer questions. He learns to 
appreciate culture and refinement, but 
he also learns to respect labor, and to 
reverence true man whatever may 
be its outer garb. He is fitted to enter 
the ranks of the great army who are 
able to fight their own way in the 
world, to win honorable positions by 
their own unaided powers.”

Such a contrae 
of education must tend to elevate iIn- 
dustry, to ennoble labor and enable as 
to recognize the man whatever his call- 
ing. This system of education will 
give us skilled artisans and mechanics, 
and afford the American people a 
better solution of the labor problem 
than can be obtained in any other way. 
Chicago may well be proud of this in- 
stisution. It is one of the grandest 
monuments that she has reared to her 
benificence and her intelligence. Is 
not the system of education taught in 
this manual training school such a 
as should be inaugurated by 
philantbropists and wealthy citizens of 
Los Angeles for the young men of the 
city and the whole of Southern Cali- 
furnia? Let the subject be considered.

A young man should be religious as @ 
young man, not as an old woman. We 
allow no interference with amusement, 
and have drawn many 
football and cricket players within our 
ranks. A dozen more of our men bave 
formed a society. and have to into 
the slums of Edinburgh and work 
among the poor and wretched. Their 
room is decorated with the trophies 
they won in athletes, and they ars 

and strong men of the univer 
sity. We do not interfere with speci- 
lation. We hold that there are twelve 
entrances to the Kingrlom of God, 
Kingsley goes in at one gate; Sam 
Jones in another.

If 
the Court decides that Dolbear’s 
telephone works on a different plan 
than Bell’s patent covers, then Bell's 
claim of a monopoly patent is inval- 
idated, and the court must so decide or 
take the ground that a principle can be 
patented, which it has heretofore de- 
nied. If the Court decides that the 
original Bell Company, or- 
ganized in Massachusetts, made a mis- 
take, and did not transfer all of its 
title to Bell’s patent to the present 
American Bell Telephone Company, 
which is the plaintiff in all these suits, 
then all the injunctions would be dis- 
missed.

{Dr. T. L. Cuyler.) 

A commonly fatal disease has a cer- 
tain benumbing effect on the nerves, 
so that the dying suffer very little.

The history of the Rothschilds will 
probably never be published. The story 
of their vast and complicated financial 
transactions would be only less sensa- 
tional than that of the influence these 
autocrats of the money market have 


exercised on potentates. and powers.. 
The certainty of their absolute discre- 


tion made that pressure possible, and 
the secret of their financial and politi- 
cal negotiations have bee. strictly con- 
fined to the family. So the Roths- 
childs have invariably refused to sur- 
render information to curious in- 
quirers. 

Mayer Amschel Rothschild, born in 
the famous old house inthe Frankfort 
Judengasse, in 1743, was the real foun- 
der of the firm. 

When Mayer Amschel died, like one 
of the old patriarchs, he summoned his 
sons to his deathbed to give them his 
blessing and his best advice. The 
advice was to remain faithful to the 
Jewish law, to remain united to the 
end, and to do nothing without con- 
sulting their mother. “Observe these 
points,” said the dying capitalist, ‘“‘and 
you willsoon be rich among the rich- 
est. and the world will belong to you.” 

The song fulfilled to the letter the 
precept that enjoined harmonious com- 

ination; till lately, they kept all 
money in the family by intermarrying. 
Bat they achieved their financial 
suprem by separating and starting 
new centers of activity in some of the 
chief capitals of Europe. While the 
Gldest son remained in Frankfort, his 
four younger brothers were directin 
houses in London, Paris, Naples an 
Vienna. They controlled the bourses, 
as they had the ear of the cabinets, 
they were called into consultation 
when loans had to be raised in 
contemplation of breaches of Euro- 
pean peace, they are supposed to have 
sometimes averted wars by simply re- 
fusing to draw their pursestrings; and 
once,as a condition of furnishing in- 
dispensable supplies, they forced an un- 
welcome finance minister on the tyrant 
of Naples. Asa rule, however, they 
seem tu have conducted their financial 
arrangements from a purely business 
point of view; and they insure the suc- 
cess of their speculations, and the ac- 
curacy of cosmopolitan information, by 


establishing agencies with leading mer- | 


cantile houses all over the world. Nat- 
urally, they provoked envy and jealous- 
jes. Lut, in their united strength, ad- 
mirable organization, it became difi- 
cult to compete with them, and impos- 
sible to crush them. ‘The few specula- 
tors who had the courage to make the 
attempt invariably had reason torepent 
it. It was only comparatively recently, 
when the conditions of State financing 
had changed, and the States were ap- 
pealing directly to their subjects, that 
an international coalition could be 
formed sufficiently formidable to hold 
the great monopolists in check. 

The remarkable feature in the rise 
of the Rothschilds wasthe thoroughly 
manner of managing 
their business. They had no preju- 
dices, no principles and no patriotism. 
For example, ‘while on the one band 
they provided supplies for the armies 
of Napoleon, on the other they raised 
loans for his foes.”’ 

Nathan Meyer, the first head of the 
English firm, was the ablest of the five 
sons. Millionaire as he was, his lot 
was far from an enviable one; his hot 
aoa of money gave him neither 

isure nor rest; he directed every- 
thing. Hiscouriers were coming and 
going at all hours,and even when he 
retired for the night he was never sure 
that he might not be roused to read 
and answer important dispatches. He 
had staked everything ou the perma- 
nence of the peace of 1814, and during 
“the hundred days’ his anxiety 
was intense. Waterloo was not 
N 8, but the Roths- 
childs’ also. reversed in their case, 
however. Eager to know the best 
or worst as soon as possible, he had 
driven out to an eminence commanding 
the battie-eld. In the ‘oyful reaction 
after the decisive repulse of the French, 
his over-straived strength was ready to 
succumb. But he hurried back to Brus- 


sels and thence to England, bribing the 


Boulogne fishermen to put to sea in 


dan usly tempestuous weather. He

change under the familiar pillar. His 
face was sad to a degree, and to those 
who ventured to question him he did 
not hesitate to contide the defeat ef the 
Prassian forces at Ligny.

Meantime se- 
cret agents were busily buying, and the 
sums he cleared must have been in pro- 
portion to the number of victims his 
strategy ruined.

Labor—Homes of Workers at Home 
and Abroad. . 


{Rural Press.) 

The institution of the factory system 
changed the workshop home of the 
domestic system to the home proper by 
transferring work to the factory. 
a result, the homes of the operatives 
under the factory system have nnder- 
gone a great change, and are still 
und ng changes, which are — 
the English significance of the wor 
**home”’ a reality to the poorest. It is 

rfectly true that in every large 

actory town one can find loathsome 

dwellings occupied by groups of per- 
sons called families. In most factory 
towns, both in America and Europe, 
it is easy to find dwellings occupied by 
factory operatives which are a disgrace 
to the owners and the municipality. 
Yet, taking the operative population of 
such towns as aclass, they are ve 
comfortably housed, and about as well 
housed in one country asanother. The 

rsonal inspection of more than 1000 

omesof factory o tives leads Mr. 
Carroll D. Wright, Chief of the National 
Bureau of Labor, to this conclusion, he 
having written a special report on the 
of the United States”’ 
for the Census Bureau. 

British factory houses being floored 
with stone, as a rule, present a cold 
and cheerless look. The dimensions of 
the British heuse are much smaller 
than factory houses in America. The 
tenements of three rooms have much 
less space than tenements of three 
rooms here. This is generally true ef 
all Euro factory towns. But the 
houses of the operatives are, as a rule, 
separate ones, the tenement-house be- 
ing quite unknown except where what 
the ‘“‘model workingmen’s 
houses”’ are being tried. The board- 
ing house is not an institution for fact- 


ory operatives. 

The homes of English facto 
workers have been greatly improved. 
At Saltaire, near Bradford, they are 
excellent; rents vary trom $30 to $100 
per year for three to five-room houses. 
The houses are neat, tidy and prettily 
furnished. At Queensbury, where 
John Foster & Son have works, the 
weavers earn 15 to 18 shillings per 
week full run, and the rents are 84 
cents per week for three rooms. Some 
of the best houses in England are at 
Copley village, in Halifax, built by 
James Akroyd & Sons. They rent 


operatives are hel to uire a free- 
hold. ‘The Crowleys at Halifax em- 

loy 5000 people, who have good houses. 

he houses at Salford and Manchester 
are not so good. The factories at Pais- 
ley are excellent-evidence of the good 
influence which arises from proper in- 
terest in employés. The works of the 
Messrs. Clark and Messrs. Coates are 
model establishments, and the influence 
of model works extends to the houses 
of the people employed, which are here 
very comfortable. ts vary from 72 
cents to $2 per week, according tonum- 
ber of rooms. In Glasgow no cel- 
larages can now be found. The opera- 
tives have gone t> the suburbs, where 
they have changed their cramped cit 
abodes for clean and light houses. Bel- 
fast, Ireland, is improving the dwell- 
ings of the linen factory operatives. 
The houses are tidy,and rents are 
from 48 to 60 cents per week for four 
rooms. There are houses with flats in 
Belfast. In the west and east of Scot- 
land the operatives live very largely in 
flats, rents in Dundee and Dunferm- 
line being for two rooms from $15 to 
$30 per year,and for three or four 
rooms from $30 to $50 per year. 

Among the most su dstantial houses 
for workingmen will be found those of 
Herr Krupp, in Essen, Rhenish Prus- 
sia. By his system of employment he 
has the selection of the best mechanics 
in Europe, This system comprehends 
all the advantages to be found in modei 
industrial establishments, including ex- 
cellent tenements and gardens at low 
rents, A foreman, a gunmaker, earn- 
ing $45 per month, receives four rooms, 
a drying-place on the roof, a cellar and 
a gardea for $45 per year. A workman 
with wages at 75 cents per day pays 
$37 per year for three large rooms, 
drying-place, cellar and garden. There 
are fair tenements, in two or three-story 
blocks, situated in colonies just out- 
side the towns. For $100 per year, one 
can obtain a most excellent ement 
of seven large rooms, cellar, garden, 
etc. The houses in the colonies are 
owned by Herr Krupp; in fact, he 
believes that he receives better results 
4 owning everything, and by being 
able thereby to control the sanitary 
surroundings of the dwellings of his 
ones These colonies, each having 

ts name, are laid out with parks, 
schools, churches, supply stores, etc. 
The housing of the single men ison the 
barrack plan. 

It may be stated that the houses in 
Great Britain and on the continent are 
of stone or brick, as the locality may 
afford, and the neat wood cottages of 
America cannot be found. It is quite 
impossible to compare the houses of 
European factory operatives with those 
of the same class in America. ‘The 
great mass of the former are, generally 
speaking, quite as well housed as the 
latter, so far as the quality of the house 
is concerned; but so far as the quan- 
tity of room and excellence of ge | 
are concerned the advantage is wit 
the operatives of America. When 
the operative of this country steps 
out of the boarding or the tenement- 
house, he steps into an individual home, 
the equal of which cannot be found in 
the factory towns of the old world. 

The cottage of the American factory 
operative, when he sees fit to occupy 
one, is superior to the cottage of the 
workingman of any other country. It 
is most gratifying to know that the in- 
dividual homes are not only increasing 
in number ip this country, but they 
are increasing in influence. In all the 
leading factory towns this is the course 
of progress.
